FROM THE 
PASTOR’S DESK 
(Continued from last week) 

It should be borne in mind that the purpose of 
the Lectionary is not to provide a Scripture 
course to Sunday worshipers, nor should 
preachers attempt to do so. The Lectionary’s 
careful selection of some texts but not others 
is guided by the desire to draw worshipers 
into the dying and rising of Jesus Christ. 
Those parts of the gospel that may be key to 
understanding the literary, theological, and 
thematic features of Mark’s gospel may not 
serve the needs of a worshiping community. 
For example, the Lectionary does not share 
Mark’s starting pint. In the structure of 
Mark’s gospel the question of Jesus’ identity 
drives the entire plot and is resolved on the 
cross when the centurion announces that 
“Truly, this man was the Son of God” (15:39); 
and the gospel ends, some what distressingly, 
with the women fleeing from the empty tomb 
terrified and telling “nothing to anyone” 
(16:8). However, when worshipers come to 
liturgy, we begin where Mark ends - already 
believing that Jesus is the Son of God and 



understanding (even if somewhat 
imperfectly) that we are to be heralds of this 
good news. The major concerns around 
which Mark builds the literary and 
theological structure of his book are, in some 
respects, irrelevant when the gospel is 
proclaimed liturgically. Nevertheless, 
Mark’s concern about the identity of Jesus 
remains important even, today, though in a 
way different from how it was for Mark’s 
original audience. When we prayerfully 
reflect on these texts and hear them 
proclaimed liturgically, we are not invited to 
answer the question, “Who is Jesus according 
to Mark?” but rather “Who is Jesus for us?” 

In keeping with its goal of proclaiming 
Ch9ist rather than providing education, the 
Lectionary omits many passages that are key 
to Mark’s development: several of the events 
that take place on the Gentile side of the Sea 
of Galilee (exorcism, 7:24-30; feeding the 
4,00, 8:21); the second storm at sea (6:45- 
52); the death of John the Baptist (6:14-29); 
the third passion prediction (10:31-34); the 
first of two healings of a blind man (8:22- 
26); and a large block of material from 
11:11-12:28, as well as most of chapter 13. 
Altogether, the Sunday lectionary omits fully 
one-third of Mark’s gospel, making it clear 
that its goal is not to present as much of the 
gospel as possible but to present those parts 
that lead worshipers into a deeper 
relationship with Jesus and to a more faithful 
following of him. For this reason the 
Lectionary carefully includes Jesus’ three 
instructions on the nature of discipleship and 
the necessity of taking up the cross (8:34-38, 
Sunday 24; 9:35-37, Sunday 25; 10:43-45, 
Sunday 29). While these passages are also 
key to Mark’s theology their inclusion in the 
Lectionary is because they instruct us about 
our discipleship today.
